TAPE WORM 


Tape worm is bred from a parasite. 
This parasite is a cre..ture male and 
female in ore. It is of pear shape, hav- 
jing two, four and six suckers. It lays 
the eggs, which are only connected 
together with slime. They develop 
and form a body, which is the worm. 

Each joint is an individual 
having a sucker or mouth. The worm

The Board of vvade Ne of Tor 
onto recently printed an article on 
liow best to prevent car shortage and 
among other things points out that 
car efficiency ca: best be attained in 
the following manner, 

1. By the satisfactory handling of 
traffic with the least number of cars, 
which can best be accomplished by 
the ordering of cars of suitable dimen- 
sions and loading same to their full 
capacity, 

As an illustration: Assuming a ton- 
nege of 3,000,006 tons is loaded and 
transported in 250,000 cars, or twelve 
tons per car. An increase in the load 
to 15 tons weuld result in the same 
traffic being transported in 
cars, thereby freeing 50,000 cars for 
other service. A firm shipping 6 cars 
of 12 tons each day for 300 working 
days, by increasing the average load | 
per car to 16 tons, move the same vol- 
ume of traffic in 120 instead of 150 
cars,

EGG STANDARDS, 


Trade Designations and the 
Ages Corresponding. 

With the high price of the really 
hew-laid egg comes the plea for the 
standardization of eggs since the 
terms used by storekeepers are bope- 
lessly misleading. What is regarded 
asa new-laid ege in one district 
might be looked upon as a mere 
cooking egg in another. A ‘‘fresh"” 
egg may have attained the respect- 
able age of three months, but their 
is nothing to convey to the purchaser 
this all-important fact. 

To designate the egg of commerce, 
a correspondent has drafted the in- 
terpretation he places upon the five 
terms that aro used to designate it. 

New-laid.—Three to five days old, 
in accordance with the season of the 
year, and in other respects as laid 
down above, These alone are re- 
commended for boiling; 

Breakfast.—In all respects the 
Same, save that as they are a few 
days older, there is a slight shrink- 
age and the bright appearance has 
gone. For poaching or frying these 
are excellent; 

Fresh,—Not preserved. Good eggs 
for cooking, but nothing more. Usu- 
ally foreign and inferior native sup- 
plies, in which the value has been 
lost by delays in martsting. 

Cooking.—A varied class, includ- 
ing “pickles,” often very doubtful 
indeed. Faith igs mecessary for their 
consumption; and 

Eggs.—Upon these the curtain 
may be drawn. A scrap-heap for the 
other classes. 

Another expert has remarked 
that, whilst “new-laid” is the trade 
term for the egg newest from the 
fest, fresh would be a fitter term. 
But an egg is not necessarily fresh 
because it is new-laid. lverything 
depends upon the way ‘in which it 
has been stored. 

But when eggs are cheaper, 
may no. be quite so particular!

He Catalogues Every Item and 
picts It Himself. 

Pictures comprise after all only a 
part of Sir William Van Horno’s art 
treasures, about which so much has 
been written since there was talk of 
him presenting them to a museum, 
He has a wonderful collection of the 
beautifu' things which come under 
the general descriptions of ‘‘objets 
d'art.” Many of the world’s greatest 
past and present master craftsmen 
are represented in this collection. 
And every object in the collectlon— 
there are hundreds of them — has 
— catalogued 1L- Sir William him- 
self, 

His method of cataloguing is uni- 
que. As each object is acquired he 
makes a thumb-nail watercolor 
sketch of it in a “day journal,’’ ac- 
companying the sketch with a de- 
scription of the object, where it was 
purchased, whe made it, its hist»ry 
(i? any), and every particular regard- 
ing it. Every thumb-nail watercolor 
sketch is in itself a masterpiece. 
Isvery line, mark, and variation of 
coloring is faithfully depicted, and 
marvellous detail is revealed when 
the sketch is examined under a mag- 
nifying glass. 

Later all this is copied into a gen- 
eral catalogue, but instead of a 
thumb-nall sketch, a life-size sketch 
is made. This also is in water color. 
Nobody who bas seen these draw- 
ings can doubt the ar‘istic genius of 
Sir William. They are brilliantly 
done. In every particular each draw- 
ing is a faithful copy of the original. 
Not only does it represent the form 
and the coloring, but im the case, say, 
of porcelain, the detail is so perfect 
that both the surface crackle and the 
“under crackle,’ which is the crackle 
beneath the glaze, are also faithfully 
depicted, with the slightest variation 
in tone, These details are things 
that no body but a connoisseur would 
notice. 

And just think of it —— there are 
forty-two large volumes of this illus- 
trated catalogue in Sir William's 
strong-room, every drawing in them 
the work of his own hand, every bit 
of written description his own writ- 
ing. For the work of one man this 
catalogue is nothing short of monu- 
mental. It indicates, too, the great 
size of his collection, 

In itself this many volume cata- 
logue looks like the work of a whole 
life-time. Yet every bit of this work 
has been done while most other peo- 
ple have been in bed. Sir William 
has never felt that he could afford 
any of the serious hours of the day 
for this work of cataloguing. Prac- 
tically all of it has been done after 
ten o’clock at night. It has been, 
and still is, one «f his recreations af- 
ter the hard work of the day is over. 
He is a marvellously quick worker,. 
with absolute surety of touch in line 
and color, and turns out these won- 
derful drawings with the ease and 
facility of a newspaper artist sketch- 
ing against time, 

There is one ot er department in 
Sir William’s collection that is uni- 
que. Many years ago he started out 
to acquire original models of ancient 
war vessels, and he now has the most 
complete collection in the world of 
these models. The models belong to 
the hey-day of the sailing age, and 
they are the originals of many of the 
most famous battleships in the great 
Dutch, Spanish and English navies 
in the days when ‘‘hearts of oak” 
were our ships. At the time when 
Sir William started collecting these 
ships nobody attached any great 
value to them. Thus he was for 
years practically alone as a connois- 
seur of old-time war vessels, and Eu- 
rope yielded him her best in this de- 
partment. To-*ay these models are 
almost priceless, and ‘Ley are eagerly 
sought after. 

That Sir William's collection as a 
whole represents a big fortune in it- 
self goes without saying. Nobody ex- 
cept himself kngwa what ‘t bas cost 
him—and he won’t say. But he did 
on one occasion hazard a guess as to 
what it is worth. 

‘Perhaps ‘t is worth about $2,000,- 
000,” he said recently when asked.

STORY OF OLD BRONTE 


LITTLE LAK PORT NEAR HAM~ 
ILTON A QUAINT TOWN. 


Fishing and Fruit Growing Commun 
ity Suffered Severely From 
Storms Doring Its Tiéfe Time 
Which Goes Back Almost a Cen 
tury—It Is Named After Admira? 
Horatio Nelson, 


On the northwesterly shore of Lake 
Ontario, between the bustling cities 
of Toronto and Hamilton, but well 
away from either, stands the little 
old village of Bronte. It boasts itself 
to be the best harbor on that part of 
the coast, for nature has parttally 
protected it from the fury of the 
spring tempests by a long point jut- 
ting into the lake a mile or so to 
the eastward and by a nearer sau u- 
‘bar, and man has done his best. to 
improve the haven by defending it 
with two long lines of wharf, or 
breakwater, by frequent dredging of 
its river’s mouth,.and by erecting on 
the eastern plier a sturdy little light- 
bouse to make unmistakable the way 
for incoming craft. 

Its irregular lines of buildings are 
chiefly of the frame” variety; and 
the most imposing erection on its 
short, one-sided main street is not a 
grey old church, but a grist mill. 
This, however, is of quite respecta>le 
antiquity for our new country, for 
biz» on its tall chimney is the date, 
1858. As to its early bistory—it wis 
not till 1820 thet the site of the “il- 
lage was opened to the settlement of 
white men, and that the Mississauga 
Indians relinquished their exclusive 
right of fishing in the Twelve Mile 
Creek. 

Within an old man’s memory, 
Bronte has suffered mercilessly from 
the moods of the lake. In a plan of 
the town bearing date 1834 there is 
traced a thoroughfare « ulled by the 
ominous name of Ontario street, for 
the lake has claimed its own, and 
Ontario street '~ now engulfed in its 
restless waters. Once, it is told, the 
malin road between Toronto and Ham- 
ilton lay as far out from the present 
shore as is the harbor light, and 
when at eveuing’ (as often chances) 
one hears a re‘tling on the shingle 
and sees the ola ‘‘stage’’ which con- 
veys passengers between the village 
and the station come lumbering down 
the beach and plunge into tie dusky 
or moonlit water, it takes but a lit- 
tle imagination to see in it a phan- 
tom chariot, impelled by some mys- 
terious doom to travel again the an- 
cient route, where only boats cam 
journey now. Almost one perceives @ 
load of ghastly passengers, but in a 
second one’s fancy is pulled up short 
by the vehicle turning Inndward. “+ 
is told also how the remorseless 
surges cut and carved away the too- 
yielding cliffe till the shady cemetery, 
once well inland, looked down direct- 
ly on the waves, which, still unsatis< 
fied, threatened to disturb the rest 
of the slecpers beneath the turf. But 
there a guarding pier has checked 
their rage, and beauty and peace still 
reign together tn that green ‘‘God's 
acre.” 

Some of these tales of the wild 
lake’s doings sound like legends, but 
it is still at the same ol< work. “or 
its last winter’s meal] it sliced off 
here and there ten or fifteen feet of 
sbore, and, as I write, I hear the 
surf growling along bare ledges of 
rock that a year ago were covered 
comfortably with ten feet of earth, 
Never, indeed, is this inland sea more 
beautiful than when itis ina fury of 
swelling waves and tossing spray and 
when its waters, colored with the red- 
dish earth it has ground to powder, 
take on from the far-distant, amil- 
ing sky othe strange hues of blue 
ani green, 

In addition, as hinted already, 
Bronte draws from the lake a har- 
vest worth about twenty thousand 
dollars annually. In summer the 
boats come in several times a week 
laden with whitefish, big salmon 
trout or glittering herrings (delicious 
eith«: fresh or smoked ——- as some 
Bronte folk have the art of smoking 
them). In winter many men employ- 
ed during the summer on the Toronto 
ferryboat or lake steamers come 
hon.2 to fish. ‘Three men go out on 
each of the sailing boats, and two on 
the gasoline launches. Usually they 
work on a system of “hand shares,” 
the boat (or its owner) taking half 
the catch, and the remaining half be- 
ing divided in equal shares between 
the two or three ‘“‘hands.”’ 

Bronte Js the home of several lake 
captains, but bas lost some of its 
former importance as a port. It was 
a busy place, “earing its present ap- 
pellation before the time when Char- 
lotte Bronte’s “Jane Eyre’’ made her 
famous, and it is a mistake to think 
that it was called after her, ‘The 
name was reully given in hono: of the 
Duke of Bronte, more familiar to our 
thoughts as Horatio Nelson, 

Bronte has its romantis legends of 
smugglers, who used to land their 
ce ontraband cargoes under cover of 
night, while two men on horseback 
watched, east and west, on the Lake 
Shore road to give instant notice of 
the approach of the revenue officers, 
In legitimate trade it shipped annual- 
ly thousands of bushels of wheat, 
This was stored temporarily in a line 
of warehouses ulong the river’s bank, 
and sometimes, after harvest, a pro-' 
cession of wagons half a mile long! 
was to be seen reaching from the! 
wharves to the point where the Ka-| 
dial Electric line now crosses the 
road, During the Crimean War prices 
soared to heights previously un 
dreamed of, but the great p:
